The commoner was McCalmont, 
who had more money than the three Lords 
put together and multiplied by ten, and was 
willing to spend it. His monetary interest 
in Valkyrie was véry much the same as Mr.

LAST OF THR LECTURES ON RUSSIA. 


Prince Wolkonsky’s Course Expected 
to Be Followed by Others in the 
Down-Town District. 

Prince Wolkonsky gave the last of his 
series of lectures on “‘ Russia and Russian 
Institutions at Steinway Hall last evening. 
The lecture was a summing up of Russian 
history and covered the period from 1861 to 
the present time. Alexander II. was char- 
act „ and his emancipation of the serfs 
was dwelt upon at length. It was especially 
interesting in connection with the abolition 
of slavery in this country. 

The interest of the lecture centered largely 
around the literary characters of the period, 
some of whom are well known to Americans.

upon, current history was illustrated. 

On the whole, the course has been one of 
the most successful ever conducted by ‘the 
University of Chicago. It is hoped to make 
this the beginning of a down-town lecture- 
ship.. Plans have not yet been definitely 
formulated, but it is likely the opening of 
the autumn quarter of the university will 
bring with it definite arrangements for at 
least one course to be given at some cent tal 
point in the business district of the city. 


TESTIMONY IN TOBACCO TRUST CASE. 


Evidence Shows All Properties Were 
Acquired by ‘Purchase. 

Newark, N. J., April 24.~The taking of

A deposition was allowed as evidence 
which had a tendency to show that jobbers 
were not cut off by the American Tobacco 
company because they handled goods man- 
ufactured by other concerns, Lawyer Fuller 
for the defense next offered in evidence a 
portion of the minutes of the meeting of 
the American Tobacco company held on 
Jan. 22, 1890. An objection to their admis- 
sion was overruled. 

The portion read showed how the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company came into posses- 
sion of the business, plant, etc., of the vari- 
ous concerns which comprise the company, 
and-the terms on which they were secured. 
By the evidence the company proposed to 
show that it had purchased the concerns 
outright, and that they had not combined 
together, as alleged, to form a trust 
and control the output of cigarets.

SHARP BATTLE WITH MATABELE. 


British Attack the Natives at Balu- 
wayeo and Are Repulsed. 

Cape Town, April 24.—[Copyrighted, 1896, 
by the Associated Press Late advices 
from Buluway@ say the British suffered 
severe loss last night in a raid on the 
Matabele camp, and were driven back to 


town. 

The sortie was made by the British forces 
when the Matabele were within four miles 
of the village, and was intended as a. sur- 
prise on the natives, but the latter occupied 
a ridge on top of which were the earth- 
works and stone parapets, and were pre- 
pared to receive the British. Consequently 
a slight detour was made so as to bring the 
column slightly north of Buluwayo. The 
enemy was found to be covering four miles 
of well-selected positions on the north bank 
of the Umguza River. After flerce-fighting 
the natives drove the British back and down 
the bank. Crossing the river in the retreat 
F. C. Selous had a narrow escape. His 
horse was killed in mid-stream, and he be- 
came entangled in the stirrups. When he 
extricated himself he was half drowned, 
and would have su had it not been for 
Lieut. Windley, who swam his horse out 
into the middle of the river in face of the fire 
of the enemy, rescued Selous, and reached 
the left bank without injury. 

Enemy Is Too Strong. 
When the British rallied and drove back 
the Matabeles they were engaged with only 
a portion of the Matabele force and so soon 
as. the enemy swarmed over the ridge in 
large numbers they almost surrounded the 
British and the latter were compelled to re- 
treat. . 
One squad of troopers, previously said to 
have been for a time quite cut off and only 
able to extricate itself by a brilliant chatge 
through the Matabele cordon, was Capt. 
Grey's scouts. They were to a certain de- 
gree ambushed and almost in the hands of 
the enemy when, by a desperate rush, they 
extricated themselves. 
It is now said that both the Hotchkiss and 
the Maxim rapid-fire guns worked badly 
and were only us for a comparatively short 
time, as the mochenion jammed repeat- 
edly. 
No correct estimate of the killed or wound- 
ed has yet beeri received, the only statement 
made on the subject being that of the offi- 
cial report, which Says the British loss was 
very slight and that the Matabeles lost 
heavily. The opinion is gaining. that the 
British suffered a bad. defeat and that the 
Matabele loss was not so great as at first 
rumored, 
Bravery on Both Sides, 5 

Both sides fought bravely. It was a case 
of a handful of well-armed whites against 
an army of badly-armed Matabele. The 
former were fighting for the helpless women 
and children in the beleaguered Town of 
Buluwayo; the latter were fighting for 
what they considered to be their own, their 
native land, for Buluwayo, the old capital of 
King Lobengula. 

Gradually the Matabele pressed onward 


by sheer for@e of numbers, almost sur- 


rounded the British, who, to avoid being en- 
circled, retreated, fighting foot by foot, but 
being driven steadily backward. 

Much heroism was displayed by individual 
British troopers and volunteers in rescuing 
their wounded comrades. One trooper is 
said to have charged alone close up to the 
Matabele works, to have picked up a wound- 
ed friend, dragged him upon his saddle, and 
retreated, after emptying the magazine of 
his rifle at the enemy. Another trooper 
stood over a fallen comrade, and, with the 
stock of his rifie, beat off the natives until 
both he and his friend were rescued by a 
charge of their comrades. 

The Matabele are believed to be flushed 
with victory. They have drives back into 
Buluwayo a strong force, about half the 
garrison of that place, and though they 
suffered severely the loss in prestige and 
ammunition to the British is much more.

SMALLEY’S HARD RAP AT CURZON. 


Parliamentary Secretary Accused of 
Deceit in Venezuela Affairs. 

London, April 24.—The New York cor- 
respondent of the Times criticizes the state- 
ment made in Parliament by the Parliament- 
Mr. 
Curzon, to the effect that negotiations with 
the United States with regard to Venezuela 
are still proceeding, 

“No doubt it is in accord with diplo- 
matic usage, the Times’ correspondent says, 
“to spéak of negotiations as proceeding 
when they have not actually been broken 
off finally by one party or the other. To 
say that negotiations about Venezuela are 
still proceeding is therefore to use a phrase 
which may be described as diplomatic or, 
at the option of the reader, as Pickwickian. 

It is now some weeks since, in fact, there 
have been any negotiations on the subject. 
This government was reluctant to accept 
Lord Salisbury’s rejection of its last proposal 
as final. It entered gladly upon the discus- 
sion of his proposal for general arbitration, 
impracticable as the scheme he suggested 
was deemed. But, having received and 
undertaken to consider that scheme on its 
merits it then puts the question whether 
nothing more was to be said about Venezuela 
and its own proposal, or whether no counter 
proposal or suggestion was to be expected. 
The answer was no, but that Lord Salisbury 
hoped that progress might be made with the 
general arbitration scheme. It was pointed 
out in reply that from this general arbitra- 
tion scheme Venezuela was excluded. But 
this had no effect in promoting any further 
progress or discussion or proposal or sugges- 
tion or offer of negotiation of any kind what- 
ever relating to Venezuela. There has been 
none since that date—rather more than a 
month ago. The subject has not been men- 
tioned."’ ee :

PUBLISHER GEORGE MUNRO 1S DEAD. 


Pioneer in the Cheap Novel Business 
Passes Away at His Home in 
the Catskills.

Munro, the publisher, died on Thursday of 
heart failure at his summer residence in the 
Catskilis.. The remains were today brought 


to his residence, No. 15 West Fifty-seventh 


street. Mr. Munro leaves a widow and four 
children—Miss Helen Munro, Mrs. Barbara 
Schurman, wife of President Schurman of 
Cornell University; George W. Munro, and 
John Munro. Since their father’s retire- 
ye business in 18038 


Scotia, Nov. 12, 1885. After a preparatory 
schooling he supported himself by teaching. 
He came to New York in 1556 to begin pub- 
lishing Munro's ten-cent novels, tales of ad- 
ventures designed to ap to boys. The 
Fireside Companion he § ed in 1867, and 
ten years later issued the first number of the 
Seaside Library. 

The publishing house located in Vande- 
water street was destroyed by fire in July, 
1883, together with millions of books, but 
was promptly replaced. 

Mr. Munro founded five professorships in 
Dathousie College, which superceded the 
free Church Academy in Halifax, and since 
1880 has provided $10,000 a year for open 
scholarships.

NEW BANKING MEASURE FOR MEXICO. 


Proposed Law Which Will Aid in De- 
veloping the Country. 

City of Mexico, April 24.—A general bank- 
ing law of great importance to the future 
development of the country has been pro- 
posed in the form of a bill submitted to Con- 
gress by the Finance Department. The 
minimum of capital subscribed for any new 
bank shall be half a million dollars, of which 
at least one-half shall be paid in cash before 
the bank commences business. Cash on 
hand shall never be less than half of its notes 
in circulation plus the amount of the de- 
posits at call. No bank shall be allowed to 
issue notes for an amount exceeding three 
times its paid-up capital. Notes shall not 
be legal tender, and none shall be issued for 
less than $5. 


STRUGGLE IN CANADA NOW BEGINS. 


Speculation as to Sir Charles Tupper“ 
New Cabinet. 8 
Ottawa, Ont., April 24.— After prorogation 
last night came dissolution today. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, the Premier, whose resigna- 
tion as such will be announced soon, has 
managed to get over the session arid to have 
Parliament dissolved. Sir Charles Tupper 
and his followers are appealing to the 
Premier to accept some office under the 
crown, which will show that the breach be- 
tween them has been partly healed, Sir 
Mackenzie refuses. It is not certain who 
will join Bir Charles Tupper’s new Cabinet. 
Probably Chief Justice Meredith of the 
Court of Common Pleas in Ontario will ac- 
cept the program of remedial legislation, 
although for many years he has been the 
opponent of séparate schools in Ontario.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND ON A. P. A’ISM. 


Says the Order Makes Great Noise but 
Has Few Voters. 

New York, April 24.—Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul, who has been in Washington at- 
tending the consecration of the new Bishop 
of Sioux Falls, Dr. O’Gorman, was at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel tonight. In an inter- 
view he said his church duties did not in- 


terfere with his political opinion as an indi- 


vidual American citizen. Asked to give his 
preference in regard to a Presidential can- 
didate, the Archbishop said: 

“ As the summer advances I shall be bet- 
ter prepared to answer that question. 

“The A. P.. A.s? Well, I have heard a 
great deal about them, but I have seen very 
little of them. The name of the A. P. A.sis 
not legion. They are not numerous in Amer- 
ica. and where they are found they are us- 
ually imported Americans. They croak a 
great deal to make believe they are numer- 
ous. Two or three frogs in a@wamp may 
keep a whole household from sieep. The 
chief reason for the secrecy -they attach to 
their meetings and their membership is that 
they must hide their fewness of numbers. 
Why, if they count votes dy millions, as 
their spokesmen say, do they not come out 
and support a regular A. P. A. ticket? This 
they will never dare do. Their usual plan of 
campaign is to hitch themselves to the tail 
of a party, or of a mah whom they think 
likely to win, and afterwards to claim the 
victory as their own. I have known several 
cases in the West where politicians affixed 
the stigma of the A. P. A. on tickets which 
they wished to defeat and to which it did not 
at all belong. A good deal of intriguing 
goes on under cover of this shibboleth. 

“The avowed principles of A. P. A.ism 
are utterly anti-American and worthy of our 
supreme contempt. No man deserving of 
American citizenship and of the liberties 
it insures would countenance them for an 
instant. The only peril I foresee is that poli- 
ticians and leaders of political parties show 
cowardice and therehy bring ruin to them- 
selves, and believing A. P. A.s to be lying 
around as thick as autumnal leaves in 
Vallambrosa they may be frightened into 
speaking and voting so as to carry favor 
with them. In giving the least heed to A. P. 
A.ism politicians show their own folly, their 
own lack of principle, and they lose im- 
mensely more than they could gain. Every 
concession fo A. P. A.ism gives offense to 
multitudes of good citizens who do not say 
many loud words, but who do a lot of quiet,

TALKS OF CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Theodore Roosevelt Tells University 
Students of His Experiences. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., April 24.— [Special. 
Theodore Roosevelt spoke here tonight be- 
fore the Students’ Lecture Association on 
“ Pnforcement of Law.” He was listened to 
very closely by the nearly 3,000 auditors, not 
attempting anything oratorical, but detail- 
ing his experiences in New York and his con- 
met from them in a thoroughly informal 
ta 

He said what the new régime had done in 
New York had been accomplished under 
most adverse conditions, but that civic re- 
formers would always find such conditions. 
“TI should expect,” he said, that the Uni- 
versity of Michigan would have a good gov- 
ernment club such as has just been or- 
ganized, but I should expect still more, that 
the men of this university when they get 
out into the world will get down and rub 
ee with the men who cast the bal- 
ots. 

“In speaking to such an audience as this 1 
do not have to urge opposition to rascality 
in politics and of non-partisanship in mu- 
nicipal government. But I do have to urge 
upon you that when you take your places as 
citizens — be not like that too large class 
of so-called good citizens who are indif- 
ferent, but t you cultivate a bureher 
spirit that will be efficient in civic reform.“

APOLOGY FROM THE REV. PULLMAN. 


Suit for $25,000 Damages for Slander 
ef Mile. May is Withdrawn. 

New York, April 24.—[Special.}—The Rev. 
Dr. Pullman, pastor of the First Methodist 
Church at Bridgeport, Conn., has publicly 
retracted his statements reflecting on the 
character of Mile.

cree of sale in the fereclosure proceedings 
of the Jarvis-Conkling Mortgage Trust com- 
pany against the Waukesha Hygeia Mineral 
Springs company. The court adjudges the 
amount due upon the mortgage bonds, with 
interest, to be $1,815,830. The company is 
given ten days in which to redeem the prop- 
erty; failing in this it is to be sold in en- 
tirety, Frank M. Hoyt being appointed spe- 
cial master for that purpose. The mortgage 
under which the sale is ordered was ex- 
ecuted in September, 1891. It provided for an 
issue of $5,000,000 worth of bonds, being for 
the purpose of building the celebrated pipe 
line to Chicago. But $1,300,000 of the bonds 
were issued. The court finds the property 
insufficient to satisfy the liabilities. 


The property of the Waukesha Mineral 
Springs company will shortly be sold at 
public auction. Yesterday in the Federal 
Court Judge Jenkins handed down a decree 
affirming the contention of Samuel M. Jarvis, 
the trustee for the bondholders. The com- 
pany was placed in the hands of a receiver 
last fall, having defaulted in the interest 
on $1,200,000 of bonds issued in the fall of 
1891 to equip a pipe line to the World’s Fair.

The body seemed to be that of a woman 
from 24 to 28 years old, about five feet six 
inches tall, and 150 pounds in weight. The 
face was full and round and the hair brown, 


with a braid two feet in length. The eye- 


brows met, and the general cast of the feat- 
ures appeared to be Scandinavian. The 
fourth tooth on the right side had a gold 
crowrm. She wore a black waist and skirt, 
not of expensive material, but extremely 
neat. The waist was braided about the 
neck. She also wore black stockings and 
the laced kid shoes were in excellent condi- 
tion. There were two tortoise shell hair 
pins and the skirt had two and a half inches 
of hand-made embroidery.

Is a Hereditary Degenerate.

Justice Richardson Takes Measures to 
Keep Peace in the Tunnel. 

The details of the mule drivers’ strike at 
the four-mile crib were told to Justice Rich- 
ardson in the Armory Police Court yester- 
day morning, and he disposed of the case 
by putting R. Burke, C. Conners, T. Davis, 
and Cornelius O’Donnell, strikers, under 
bonds of $300 each to keep the peace. 

Ross & Ross, the complainants, said the 
men had been guilty of a sort of mutiny 
which, taking place four miles from shore, 
was not on the high seas simply because the 
scene of the trouble was eighty feet below 
the lake bottom. They thought the same 
principles were involved as in a strike 
on shipboard.

MRS. HITT EMBARRASSES ADLAI. 


At Reception She Asks the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s Views on Silver Question. 

Washington, D. C., April 24.~[Special.}— 
The attitude assumed by President Cleve- 
land’s political family and the official world 
at large toward the conference for inter- 
national arbitration has been one of the in- 
teresting subjects of the week. No one of 
the President‘s friends has hesitated to de- 
plore the gathering of college Presidents 
bent on peace at this particular time. 

They averred that it was particularly in- 
opportune, and coming on the heels of Mr. 
Cléveland’s recent letter of platitudes con- 
cerning Shakspeare and peace, would tend 
to convey the impression to the British mind 
that the President was relenting from his 
stern attitude on the Venezuelan question. 

On Wednesday a committee of dis- 
tinguished pacificators consumed the morn- 
ing hours making a tour of the departments 
to extend invitations to Cabinet officials to 
occupy chairs on the stage during the mass- 
meeting planned for Thursday night. They 
finished with a visit to the White House, 
where they pressed the same invitation on 
Mr. Cleveland to his evident embarrassment. 
Also they sent written requests to the Vice- 
President and to members of the Foreign 
committees of both Houses of Congress to 
participate in the rally for peace. 

Thursday night came, but not one of the 
distinguished guests for whom chairs were 
on the stage of the opera-house came to fill 
those chairs. Bright and early on Thursday 
morning President Cleveland had betaken 
himself from his summer home at Woodley 
to a favorite Virginia fishing pool, and there 
he staid all day. But the most interesting 
counter demonstration was arranged by 

r. Hitt, the Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs.° "~~ 

Mr. Hitt, like the President, frowned on 
the conference. Therefore, to provide him- 
self and friends with a plausible excuse for 
their absence from peace agitation, he issued 
invitations for one of his pleasant dinners 
on Thursday night. 

Vice-President Stevenson, Senator Sher- 
man, and Senator Cullom, beside the House 
members, showed their patent leathers under 
Mr. Hitt’s mahogany. Much pleasant 
persifiage was indulged at the expense of 
the peace men. Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas 
added to the gayety of nations by falling 
into a misapprehension because of the re- 
semblance Mr. Cullom bears to Senator 
Teller of Colorado, and gravely compli- 
mented the Illinois statesman on the brave 
free silver campaign he was making for the 
Presidency, whereat Mr. Cullom blushed. 

But the coup of the evening was made, 
perhaps unconsciously, by Mrs. Hitt. There 
was a lull in the conversation, when Mrs.“ 
Hitt looked up to the Vice-President and in 
all the frankness with which woman may 

ad on dangerous ground she asked: 
» “Mr. Stevenson, are you for free silver?’ 

Instantly all eyes were turned upon the 
Vice-President. 

The newspapers had asked this same ques- 
tion for many monzs, politicians had asked 
it, but no one had dared propound it per- 
sonally to the government second official. 

The Vice-President blushed. 

What he said is not recorded, but this much 
is certain: no one has more information 
after he had spoken than before.

PLAN TO PERFECT NATIONAL GUARD 


Illinois Lieutenant Leads Movement 
for Convention Signal Corps Officers. 
Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 

The Illinois National Guard, through First- 

Lieut. W. J. Lloyd, signal officer of the First 

Brigade, is at the head of a movement to 

call a convention of the officers of the signal 

corps of the militia throughout the country. 

The object of the convention will be the 
improvement in efficiency and equipment of 
this branch of the service. 

Lieut. Lloyd inaugurated the movement 
some months ago and secured the aid of 
Brig.-Gen. Greely, Chief Signal Officer of 
the United States army. He informed Gen. 
Greely of his intention to correspond with 
some of the signal officers of the militia for 
the purpose of securing their views as to the 
advisability of holding a convention in Wash- 
ington, and it is expected here that sych a 
gathering will assemble in the Capital City 
either this summer or fall. 

Lieut. Lloyd in the correspondence he has 
had with Gen. Greely on the subject states 
that his idea is to have a convention of the 
officers of the signal corps for the purpose 
of deciding upon a uniform system of drill 
and equipment, as well as to Qscertain the 
equipment of the regular army. 

He says at thé. present time some of the 
signal corps are mounted on horses, while 
other commands have bicycles, and the re- 
mainder, the greater number, are afoot. 

There is great diversity in the several 
States as to the form of signals used, and 
he has pointed out that if these corps were 
called upon to codperate with the regular 
army considerable confusion would follow. 

Consequently he believes something should 
be done now looking to the correction of a 
condition such as now exists. 

al corps reorganized are either in 
excellent or good state of efficiency,as shown 
by reports received at the War Department 
in Arkansas, California, Connecticut, 

Georgia, Illinois, Iowa, Maine, Massachu- 

setts, Minnesota, Montana, New Hampshire, 

New Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, 

Texas, Utah, and the District of Columbia. 
Bicycles are used in Connecticut and Utah. 
Men detailed from regiments are under in- 

structions in Kansas, Maryland, Missouri,

Always Something Funny. 

There is always something funny down 
along the Midland. 

Sometimes it is the wrecking crew trying 
to lure a runaway car back to its career of 
usefulness. Although this is a matter of 
almost daily occurrenée, the affair is usually 
attended with more pent-up excitement and 
enthusiasm than the launching of a man- 
of-war. 

Sometimes Farmer Hi Robbins’ bald- 
faced jersey calf gets out on the track and 
disputes the passage of the “ cannon-ball 
press,“ which runs from Anderson to 
Lebanon, a distance of thirty-nine miles, in 
the remarkable time of two hours and 
fifteen minutes, attaining at times t ter- 
rific speed of almost eighteen miles an hour. 

At other times Henry Crawford, who owns 
the road, inspects his property on a gasoline 
hand car, and is given the right of way over 
all trains, even the cannon-ball crawling 
in dismay on the first switch while the Pres- 
ident’s private gasoline car dashes by, leay- 
ing an oily trail behind.

In all their arguments in favor of pools 
the railroad people laid particular stress 
upon the fact that most of the commercial 
organizations in this country were in favor 
of legal pools under certain restrictions 
and, also, t at the last annual convention 
of State Railroad Commissioners a similar 
sentiment prevailed. At the convention of 
the latter a Committee on Pooling of Freights 
and Divisions of Karn 

This committee, people 
thought, would unqualifiedly indorse the 
Patterson bill, which was before the last 
session of Congress. 

Mr. Reagan's jetter to Mr*Liggett shows 
he is not at all in favor of the old Patterson 
pooling bill. Mr. Reagan admits that under 
certain stringent conditions railroad pools 
might protect the public against excessive 
rates and unjust discrimination. To . ac- 
complish this purpose Mr. Reagan says all 
contracts for the pooling of freights or 
—— aon commerce 
should by law red to be submitted 
to and approved by the Inter-State Commis- 
sion. Congress should empower the com- 
mission to make, regulate, and maintain 
rates on inter-State shipments of freight. 

The latter provisiomis what the railroads 
principally object to and this provision was 
mot a part of the old Patterson pooling bill. 
They were willing to submit to the Inter- 
State Commerce, Commission for approval 
all contracts for the pooling of freights or 
division of earnings, but they will rather do 
without pools than allow the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to make, regulate, 
or maintain rates for them. 

It now transpires that the > Patterson 
pooling bill has lately been withdrawn and 
a new one substituted, which contains the 
same provision for making, regulating, and 
maintaining of rates by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission as is advocated by Mr. 
Reagan. Railroad officials say they do not 
want a political body, such as the Inter- 
State Commission is, to make and regulate 
rates for them and rather than submit to 
such thing they will do the best they can un- 
der existing conditions. 


RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION THIS YEAR 


Renewed Prosperity Indicates Addi- 
tien of a Large Mileage. 

In its next issue the Rallway Age will have 
an article on the prospects for railway con- 
struction in 1896. For the last eight years, 
it claims, the mileage of new construction 
has been steadily decreasing. From nearly 
13,000 miles of track laid in the year 1887, 
the totals have gone down by thousands and 
hundreds until 1895 touched the lowest round 
for twenty years by adding only 1,808 miles 
to our railway system. ‘ 

This falling off in actual railway building 
has been the result of temporarily unfavor- 
able financial conditions and not of a cessa- 
tion of demand, An immense mileage of 
new roads was projected and desired all 
through the hard times. 

lt appears that in every one of the Statcs 
and Territories except Rhode Island work 
has been commenced or is about to begin on 
one or more new lines. The largest figures 
are from the Indian Territory and Oklaho- 
ma, in which 1,655 miles of new road are 
seriously contemplated. The States next in 
the list are Texas, with 808 miles: West Vir- 
ginia, 638 miles; Arkansas, 578 miles; Louis- 
jana, 513 miles; Tennessee, 452 miles: Mis- 
souri, 360 miles; Ohio, 353 miles; Wisconsin, 
823 miles; Michigan, 317 miles: California, 
278 miles; North Dakota, 250 miles. 


LEGALITY OF THE TRUST CONTESTED 


Attorneys for the Railroads and the 
Government Make Arguments. 
New York, April 24.—Ex-Minister Phelps 
today in behalf of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion, defendant in an action for an injunc- 
tion brgught by the United States for viola- 
tion of the inter-State commerce law, as- 
serted the right of railroad companies to 
enter into an agreement to prevent ruinous 
competition, and held that such combination 
was not in violation of public policy.

The rest of the 
estate will go to the children. The heirs 
are Mrs. Sarah Pardridge, the widow, and 
Willard, Frederick, and Laura Pardridge, 
Mrs. Price, and Mrs. Leeming. 

It is said one-half of the estate is in real 
property, much of which is situated in the 
vicinity of Vincennes avenue and Thirty- 
seventh street in the shape of flat buildings 
yielding large rentals. | 

Besides the property in the estate proper, 
Mr. Pardride acquired other fortunes in the 
course of his succesful business career, 
which ke immediately distributed among the 
members of his family. When he sold the 
State street property for $725,000 it is said 
he gave his wife $50,000 and, retaining only 
$100,000 for himself, divided the remainder 
among his children.

To the study of this 
spirit, not as a stibject of religious belief, 
primarily, but as a pure phenomenon, the 
readers attention is invited.

Another story which is due soon is one an- 
nouncing the closing of contracts of more 
European countries for the use of Diamond 
Match machinery under royalty. In Austria 
and Italy the making of matches is a gov- 
ernment monopoly, and the saving which 
the machines in question would bring about 
are so considerable as to make the contract 
seem a wise one for these countries to sign. 
In Belgium the making of matches is not 
a State industry, but a single manufacturer 
practically has control of match making 
there. He is now fi upon securing 
the right to use the machines. 

A good deal of interest will be manifested 
today in the carrying charges on Diamond 
Match stock. Trading in the second account 
will begin today and will last through until 
April 30. Interest rates will probably be a 
little higher this month than they were last. 
An offer was made on the side yesterday 
of 2% points for tu Diamond Match 
into the May account. his was refused, 
however. It is thought likely 
charges today will develop interest rates of 
from 12 to 15 per cent. Diamond Match will 
probably pay a higher rate of interest than 
almost any other security on the market. 


Outside Demand for Stock. 


One of the peculiarities of the market f 
Diamond Match has been the demand for the 
stock from the outside public. Orders are 
being received from all parts of the country 
for the purchase of Diamond Match, and 
much of it apparently ir investment pur- 
poses and not as a speculation as is the 
majority of the trading on the local ex- 
change. There is a great deal of talk 
among those who are not usually interested 
in specuiative’ securities. One hears Dia- 
mond Match talked about on the street, 
in the cars, at the theaters, and in every 
place where people congregate. The space 
on the floor of the exchange which is railed 
off for the public is filled to overflowing 
each day, particularly since Match passed 
200. There was a good-sized crowd in the 
gallery yesterday, a fact which attracted 
some attention as this part of the exchange 
is usually deserted. There were a number 
of women present during the tPading yester- 
day. Brokers report more orders from 
women in proportion to the whole amount 
of business done in Diamond Match than 
in any other stock traded in. One of them 
explained this by saying women knew all 
about matches in the household, and that 
they were more favorably impressed with 
something they were familiar with than 
with a stock about which they had only 
the most vague ideas. 

Money is to be more plentiful after the 
first of — There is not likely to be any 
reduction in interest charges before the 
beginning of next month, but after the end 
of April there Will be large ounts of 
money in the possession of the bankers 
and the other handlers of funds, and there 
is almost vars es n to be a sharp break in in- 
terest which s been charged during the 
last few weeks, except in the fact that the 
bankers and other loaners of money have 
been able to get these rates. There has been 
considerable money loaned of late, more in 
fact than there has been any demand for. 
Rates for money in Chicago as in other 
cities have been 6 and 7 per cent, on an av- 
erage, for call and time loans. In ordinary 
times the rates are from 4 to 6 pér cent 
with the latter maximum for approved 
commercial loans. With cheaper money 
there is bound to be a broadening of the 
markets, and wider activity in trade and 
commerce.

They claim that the 
workingman and the farmer cannot get 
hold of enough notes with high figures on 
them; while if silver were coined at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 all men could have a greater 


value of the dollars does not seem to be con- 
sidered, so that they are cheap. 

But is it true there is not enough money 
in the country to do its business with, as the 
free silverites assert? There are several 
kinds of currency in use. There is gold. 
Then there is silver, either in the form of 
coined dollars or of the silver, certificates 
which represent them and which are pre- 
ferred by the people because lighter and 
easier to handle. There are the “ Sher- 
man” silver notes, which were paid for 
silver bullion—the latter being in the Treas- 
ury. There is a large quantity of subsid- 
iary silver used as small change. There 
are the greenbacks and also national bank 
notes. The following table shows how 
much there is of each and in all. The item 
silver includes the Treasury notes, the sil- 
ver dollars in circulation, and those not in 
circulation except in the form of certifi- 
cates—viz.: : 
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National eine 


This vast sum of 1,739 millions consti- 
tutes the currency of this country. Unaid- 
ed by gold the silver dollar is worth in- 
trinsically only 50 cents, and the legal 
tender and national bank notes are worth 
intrinsically nothing. They are all doing 
gold work because the greenbacks are re- 
deemable in gold and the ‘national bank 
notes are redeemable in coin or green- 
backs. Every silver or paper dollar will 
buy just as much property as a gold dollar, 
because accepted by the government in 
lieu of gold, and the 140 millions of “ Sher- 
man notes” being redeemable in gold. 

So here is a billion and three-quarters of 
money in circulation endowed with gold 
purchasing power and worth twice as much 
as the same number of free coinage silver 
dollars, 

It eannot truthfully be said there is too 
little currency in the United States. That 
complaint of the free silverites is not well 
founded. In fact, it is false and foolish. 

Their real objection is that it is not cheap 
enough. The 500 millions of silver and 80 
millions of subsidiary silver are too valuable 
in their eyes by one-half. They are crazy 
to pull it down 50 per cent, That is why 
they are always howling for 16 to 1 free sil- 
ver dollars, which they know would only be 
worth fifty cents. d 

The silver dollar is too valuable for them; 
likewise the greenbacks; but if they, and 
the bank notes, and the certificates were re- 
deeniable in 16 to 1 free silver they would 
instantly drop 50 cents in value, and then 
the free silverites would be supremely 
happy. 

What would be the effect of free coinage 
at 16 to 1 as to making money abundant? 
The above table shows what the stock of 
full-value, 100-cents-on-the-dollar money in 
the country is now. The following ‘table 
shows what it would be immediately after 
the enactment of a free coinage 16 to 1 law: 
The 600 millions gold would disap- 


iilions subsidiary silver 
would shrink to 


na 266 millions greenbacks would 


The 600 millions of gold would go out of 
circulation at once, and most of it would go 
out of the country in payment of American 
bends held abroad sent home for sale. 
Gold worth 100 cents per dollar would refuse 
to circulate with silver worth only 50 cents. 
There would be as many silver dollars as 
now, but each of them would have only the 
business value or purchasing power of the 
bullion it contained, or half its present 
power. It now circulates at double the 
value of its bullion. The greenbacks and 
national bank notes would be worth only 
the hard money they were redeemed in, 
which would be free silver worth 50 cents 
in gold. There would be just as many 
paper dollars as before and yet only half 
fs much money, as money is only worth 
what it will buy. If it will buy nothing it is 
worthless. A nickel is only worth half as 
much as a dime. Calling it a dime won't 
make it one. A nickel bears about the same 
relation to a dime that a free silver dollar 
would to a gold dollar—half its value. 

The free silver program would begin by 
expelling gold from circulation, which 
would reduce the number of dollars of cur- 
rency from 1,739 millions to 1,139 millions. 
By shrinking the value of the silver and 
paper dollars one-half it would cut down 
the amount of money measured on a gold 
basis or purchasing power to 569% millions 
—making an awful contraction of the money 
in circulation. 

As most of the currency which would be 
cut down 50 per cent in purchasing power 


they would be the losers of the immense 
sum named. If there were to be in the 
hands of the Chicago City Treasurer a 
million dollars, paid in for taxes, it would 
depreciate one-half in value, and the city 
could buy with it only half the supplies it 
otherwise could. Every wage-earner who 
had of silver or paper five or ten dollars 
in his pocket would be able to buy with 
them only half as much fuel, food, or drink 
as before. Every holder of the money thus 
scaled down one-half would be robbed by 
crazy free silverites, 

So free coinage, which is urged by the 16 
to 1 simpletons on the ground that it would 
give the people an abundance of currency, 
would lessen the amount actually by two- 
thirds and at the same time create a fright- 
ful panic, which would prevent the profita- 
ble use—for the employment of labor and 
similar purposes—of what remained. Vote 
down this crazy scheme.

CONGRESSIONAL APP! TIONS. 


All the appropriation bills have passed the 
House, and they foot up, regular and perma- 
nent, 505 millions for the fiscal year 1897. 
Thereupon the carping, fault-finding local, 
Democratic organ says that “ Speaker 
Reed's edict for low expenditures has been 
disobeyed. There has been no retrench- 
ment, no economy, In every department 
of expenditure the largest possible sums 
have been appropriated.” | 

Nor will the appropriations.stop at 505 
millions, says the organ, for “ the river and 
harbor appropriation has been increased 
by about six millions, and is liable to further 
additions before all interests will be satis- 
fied.” It, thinks the appropriations may 
„reach almost the highest point of any pre- 
vious session.“ 

The fact that additions are being made by 
the Senate is carefully ignored by the Demo- 
cratic organ, That is because the Senate 
is controlled by the Democrats and Fopu- 
lists. From a partisan point of view it 
seems proper to charge the Republican 
Howse with extravagant appropriations, 
and it also seems necessary to conceal the 
fact that those appropriations are increased 
by an anti-Republican Senate, 

The real question is, however, are the 
House appropriations excessive? They are 
below the average of the appropriation bill 
of the last two Democratic Congresses. 


The sum total is much lower than it was in 


1891, when the organ says “ the high-water 
mark of 541 millions was reached.” . 

Expenditures naturally increase with 
population, That is as true of a nation as 
it is of a city, Since 1890 the population of 
this country has grown at least 10 or 12 
per cent, and the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment naturally would be 10 or 12 per 
cent greater now than in 1890 91. The 
House could not have been charged justly 
with extravagance from the point of view 
of the requirements of the public service 
caused by six or seven millions of new popu- 
lation, if it had appropriated 40 millions 
more than in 1891. That it appropriated 
many millions less is evidence of economic 
disposition, and its recognition of the fact 
that. the government revenues, caused by 
Democratic mismanagement, are inade- 
quate, and that the Democratic-Populist 
Senate and a Democratic President and 
Secretary of the Treasury insist they must 
remain so to the end of this administration. 

Nor should it be overlooked that the in- 
terest on the bonds issued by the present ad- 
ministration adds eleven and a half mill- 
ions to the permanent appropfiations. The 
organ says “it was within the power of 
Congress to reduce by legislation former 
permanent annual appropriations of a 
profligate cliaracter.” If there are any 
such they were made by previous Demo- 
cratic Congresses. But all mention is 
omitted of the increase of the interest on the 
public deht, due to bad Democratic legisla- 
tion in cutting down customs revenues and 
the panic-breeding policy of the Populist 
allies of the Democrats. 

Thirteen millions more is appropriated for 
the Postotlice Department than in 1891. 
The increase in population and business 
and postal deliveries necessitated that in- 
crease. There was no river and harbor bill 
in 1891. There had to be one of ten mill- 
ions this year. It contained appropriations 
for the improvement of the Chicago and 
Calumet Rivers. Possibly the Democratic 
organ would like to sce them stricken out. 
More also was appropriated this year than 
in 1891 for the navy and for seapert de- 
fense fortifications. The increase in each 
case was necessary, and was demanded by 
the people. 

An analysis of the figures shows the 
House has: been economic in its appropria- 
tions, Only blind partisan malice would 
assert otherwise, and to make out even a, 
shadow of a case it has to suppress many 
essential facts and pervert others. But 
there is no bottom to the depth and mean- 
ness of partisan malice.

BOOTH-TUCKER’S UNFORTUNATE SLUM- 


MING, 

Mr. Booth-Tucker, the Salvation Army 
commander, went slumming in New York 
the other night. He made the mistake of 
dropping his army uniform and wearing a 
ragged suit. In company with another 
slum-worker he went to an all-night lodg- 
ing-house, paid his seven cents, and had the 
choice of a bed. After helping himself to 
one he retired, The versions differ as to 
what followed. One story has it that he 
made himself disliked by his fellow-lodgers 
in consequence of the manner in which he 
wore his clothes. Another story has it 
that he snored so unmercifully that he 
aroused their ire. Whatever may have 
been the cause, all accounts agree there was 
a conspiracy on the part of his two nearest 
neighbors. One of them was to jab the 
Salvation Army commander with pins in 
his leg and when he jumped up the other 
was to paste bim before he was fairly 
awake. | 

The conspiracy did not work, however, 
as planned. When Frederick St. George 
de la Tour Booth-Tucker felt pins jabhed 
into his leg he did not follow the scriptural 
injunction and present the other leg for more 
pins, but he arose and “ pasted the fellow 
who had been jabbing him, and when the 
fellow's partner came to his rescue he 
“ pasted” him also, The carnal man was 
roused in him. It is probable he might 
have cleaned out all the tramps in the lodg- 
ing-house had not the manager interfered. 

Commander Booth-Tucker has succeeded 
Ballington Booth as the head of the army 


in the United States, but he has begun 


operations in an unfortunate manner. His 
brother-in-law has done a great work in the 
slums, but has not found it necessary to 
pound salvation into these unfortunates, 
nor has he antagonized any of them. IIis 
uniform has always been respected. The 
mistake which the new commander made 
was in palming himself off as a tramp and 
disturbing his associates with his ungodly 
snoring when the Wandering Willies and 
Weary Waggleses were dead for sleep. If 
he had gone to the slums in his uniform 
there would have been no trouble. He now 
says he proposes to open all-night lodging- 
houses of the London penny sort, If he 
does his first step should be to prevent his 
going inte 
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ha ve been proven false in so many instances 
nothing is now believed that emanates from 
Spanish sources.

Hardly a day has passed that has 
not found him feigning this confidence that 
the Cuban revolution was practically ended 
and required ohly a few finishing strokes. 
Generally these bizarre statements have 
been followed by Cuban victories so impres- 
sive that a less sanguine man would be dis- 
heartened. But Gen, Weyler’s chief battle 
has been against the hostile forces in Wash- 
ington, and defeats in the field have not 
been of so much consequence to him as the 
necessity of sustaining the bold front of a 
conqueror before the administration of the 
United States, His efforts were not suc- 
cessful in warding off action by Congress, 
but with vigorous aid from Madrid Presi- 
dent Cleveland appears to have been easily 
duped. 

The part played by the Spanish Govern- 
ment appears to be an agitation of questions 
of reform, and it is conducted with nice 


fied the next, contradicted the next, reaf- 
firmed the next, ete., and it all appears to 
be in the interests of Cuba. There is never 
any lapse, however, into an insinuation that 
Cuba is to be granted independence. Bvery 
auggestion falls short of the only reform 
that Cuba would accept. 

The set purpose of the struggling patriots 
to throw off a yoke that has ground and will 
always grind them into the dust is lightly 
disregarded in all the talk of reforms.. It 
seems such a farce as applied to Cuba the 
only conclusion left is that it is part of the 
scheme to keep President Cleveland to his 
present policy of inaction. It has been 
carried so far even that American citizens 
who have been made prisoners in Havana 
have been released at the instigation of the 
State Department at Washington. The 
Rev. Mr. Diaz and Walter G. Dygert, the 
young man from Illinois, are reported to be 
free. This is a novel regard for the re- 
quests of the United States which previous- 
‘ly have been evaded by the usual shifty 
Spanish pretexts. One other case of known 
importance, however, remains to be adjudi- 
cated, that of Dr. José M. Delgodo. The 
facts of his brutal treatment by Spanish 
soldiers have been abundantly verified. It 
is reported that Spain will tender an apol- 
ogy, remove the officer from command who 
permitted the abuses, and pay the money in- 
demnity that may be found equitable. This 
reparation should be rigidly enforeed. But 
in the meantime, while contemplating this 
changed and peaceful mood of Spain, the 
American: people are not fargetting that 
Congress has asked the President to recog- 
nize the insurgents, that the people asked 
Congress to take this course, that nothing 
has happened to change their opinions, and 
that the President has done nothing. 


SMALLEY AS A JEREMIAH. 

Since George W. Smalley has been forced 
to see all the honors of the journalistic his- 
tory of the Venezuelan dispute carried off 
by Henry Norman, an Englishman edu- 
cated at Harvard University, his view of 
the universe has been tinged with pessimism. 
He has now declared war between the two 
great English-speaking nations. 

Mr. Smalley's hypochondria seems to be 
in great part a reflection from the British 
Blue Book, into which Sir Frederick Pol- 
lack and a corps of assistants pitchforked 
everything, good, bad, and indifferent, re- 
lating to the claim of great Britain to own 
as much of South America as it was deemed 
profitable to lay claim to. His recent letter 
to the principal organ of the Tory Govern- 
ment in London leaves the impression that 
in his judgment the people of the United 
States should have devoted their days and 
nights to the study of these six or seven 
pounds of dullness and special pleading. 
Mr. Smalley sees in the Venezuela Com- 
mission an instant and tremendous menace 
to international amity. If he had not 
acquired a taste for the British jest, with a 
consequent and inevitable loss of his native 
sense of humor, he would be laughing at the 
Blue Book, the Venezuelan Commission, 
and, most of all, himself. 

To him, aiding and abetting his jeremiad, 
comes the Conservative portion of the Brit- 
ish metropolitan press. The Globe sees in 
Lord Salisbury's attitude “a steady de- 
termination on the part of England to allow 
no interference with what she rightly con- 
siders her own business,” amiably begging 
the whole question and ignoring an issue as 
prominent as the interpretation of the Mon- 

sroe doctrine, which for some generations 
has made land grabbing in either of the 
American continents a considerable part 
of our business. The St. James’ Gazette 
in similar tenor remarks: Our position 
has been clear and consistent throughout. 
We are willing, we are anxious to put an 
end to the Venezuelan dispute in the only 
way in which it can be ended, by negotia- 
tion with Venezuela.” This delicately 
omits to mention that diplomatic inter- 
course with the South American republic 
had been broken off for many years, during 
which Great Britain sought to occupy the 
territory in question, and has not yet been 
resumed, and that Mr. Smalley's sadly- 
neglected Blue Book was put out, not as a 
step toward negotiation with the nation 
chiefly interested, but because Mr. Olney, 
assisted by Mr. Henry Norman and his 
Liberal confréres, had succeeded in putting 
Lord Salisbury in a position from which he 
has not yet extricated himself in the esti- 
mation of his own people, The Times 
closes the argument in a way worthy of 
especial note in that it is the first of all 
the British advocates to mention the arbi- 
tration Mr. Cleveland proposed as the nat- 
ural and humane mode of settlement, only 
to have it scornfully rejected with a roar 
which indicated that the British Lion had 
been interrupted in its attempt to dine off 
the face of the earth,

that the Appellate Court made no such de- 
cision; that neither that court nor any other 
has held that there are uncollected railroad 
license fees, and hence there is no fund of 


$1,700,000 or a lesser sum which Mayor

In 1878, during Mayor Heath’s adminis- 
tration, an ordinance was passed which 
never has been repealed requiring the street 
railroad companies to pay a license of $50 
for each, car operated and run during the 
year. The roads denied its legality. They 
went into the United States Court, and the 
matter was argued before Judges Drum- 
mond and Blodgett. The former held it 
valid and the latter invalid. On account of 
this division of opinion the case Went to the 
Supreme Court. 

Long before it could have been reached 
there, while Harrison was Mayor, the city 
and the roads made a compromise, The 
companies were afraid of being beaten in 
that court. The city might have lost the 
suit, but the probabilities are would have 
gained it. By this compromise, made by 
Mayor Harrison, Democrat, 
charged for a license was cut down to a 
mere trifle—less than a quarter of what the 
original Heath ordinance called for. 

Since 1883 all ordinances passed for the 
benefit of new roads or old ones have con- 
tained a clause requiring the payment of a 
license fee computed after the fashion set 
forth in the Harrison compromise ordi- 
nance. Thus the municipal code contains 
today one provision requiring every com- 
pany to pay $50 for each car it operates or 
intends to operate, and also a number of 
special provisions in the ordinances passed 
for the different roads calling on them to 
pay much less than $50. 

The franchise of the Twenty-second street 
electric road contains a clause requiring it 
to pay the license in accordance with the 
mode of computation agreed on (by Mayor 
Harrison) in 1883. One of its stockholders 
filed a bill to enjoin the company from pay- 
ing the license specified in the ordinance. 
He was beaten in the lower court and took 
an appeal to the Appellate Court. 

It has decided against him. The court 
holds that the city has a right to exact a 
license fee when it grants the use of a 
street toa railroad. But the court does not 
say that the Twenty-second street road or 
any other road must pay the larger license 
fee provided for by the general ordinance 
(Heath's) of 1878. That question, it says, 
is not before it at all. Hence it does not 
say the street railroad companies owe a cent 
to the city for uncollected licenses. 

The defeated plaintiff, whe wants the 
company to pay nothing, has taken an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. Thereupon the 
Chronicle says: 

The City Law Department, under the instruc- 
tions of Mayor Swift, of course, is to take the side 
of the street car corporations on the appeal to 
the State Supreme Court from the decision that 
the Council may lawfully collect a license fee of 
$50 annually for each car. The decision of Judge 
Shepard in the Appellate Court was to the effect 
that the city could enforce the collection of this 
tax under the ordinance on the subject. Mayor 
Swift's Law Department is to appear on behalt of 
the street railways to prevent the city from en- 
forcing the collection of the street car tax! 

Never was there a more impudent per- 
version of facts. Judge Shepard has made 
no such decision, If the City Law Depart- 
ment appears on the side of the corporation 
in this suit it is because the corporation, 
which is the defendant, wants to pay the 
license fee ita charter calls for. The plaint- 


iff does not want it to pay any license fee. 


The Mayor is not trying to prevent the col- 
lection of a tax, but to enforce it. Can 
malevolent, unreasoning partisanship go 
further than this sample of the Democratic 
organ? 


GAMBLING ON OCEAN LINERS. 

The most dramatic episode on the trip of 
the ocean liner New York to Southampton 
was the public denunciation of a profession- 
al gambler in the crowded smoking-room 
by Prof. Norman Wyld of the Chicago Uni- 
versity. The man, who was known as Hill, 
but who registered under another name, 
had inveigled two young Englishmen into 
a game of chance and demonstrated thor- 
oughly that they had no chance at all. An 
investigation brought to light much cor- 
roborative evidence that his heavy win- 
nings were the result of a blackleg’s de- 
vices, and Prof. Wyld, who is an English 
man also, ufidertook the cheerful task of 
bringing the swindler to book, and accom- 
plished his mission with signal success, 
The immediate-result was to force the man 
into seclusion for the rest of the voyage. 

The ultimate result is problematical, but 
it should be at least an exercise of greater 
caution on the part of steamship officials 
in ferreting out and excluding these swin- 
dlers and greater discretion on the part of 
passengers in indulging the gambling mauia. 
It has been a matter of common belief for 
many years that men of this stamp spend 
the entire summer on the ocean victimizing 
tourists. It is a fruitful and enticing field 
for such operations and the chance of dis- 
covery and exposure is reduced to the mini- 
mum. The gambling instinct animates al- 
most the entire ship's company. Its more 
mild and innocent manifestation consists 
in wagers on the day’s run and other sim- 
ilar incidents of the voyage. People who 
would not dream of committing this moral 
peceadillo at home drift into the practice 
at sea as a diversion from the monotony of 
leisure. The same cause is responsible 
partly for the more heavy betting, which 
reaches its highest and most dangerous

Ohio Wants the Parities Preserved. 


The Ohio Republican State convention at 
Columbus, March 11, adopted the following: 

We contend for honest money, for a currency of 
gold, silver, and paper with which to measure our 
exchange that shall be as sound as the government 
and as untarnished as its honor; and to that end 
we favor bimetallism and demand the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money, either in ac- 
cordance with a ratio to be fixed by an inter- 
national agreement, if that can be obtained, or 
under such restrictions and such provisions, to be 
determined by legislation, as will secure the 
maintenance of the parities of the values of the 
two metals, 80 that the purchasing and debt-pay- 
ing power of the dollar, whether of silver, gold, 
or paper, shall be at all times equal. 

Oregon Declares fer Bimetallism. 

The Republicans of Oregon in their con- 
vention at Portland, April 10, adopted the 
following as their platform on the financial 
question, by a vote of 129 to 108: 

The American people, from tradition and in- 
terest, favor bimettalism, and the Republican 
party demands the use of both gold and silver

Tennessee Wants No Debased Coin. 


The Republican State convention of Ten- 
nessee at Nashville, April 22, expressed the 
financial views of the party in that State as 
follows: 

We are unalterably opposed to any scheme that 
will give to this country a depreciated and de- 


based currency. We favor the use of silver as 


currency, but to the extent only that its parity 
with gold will be maintained, and in consequence 
are opposed to a free and unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver at aratioof1étel. We 
believe that every American dollar should be an 
honest 100-cent dollar always and everywhere. 


Texas Wants Gold, Silver, Paper.

We demand an 
honest dollar of greatest purchasing power for 
every class alike, the largest issue of gold, silver, 
and paper compatible with security and the re- 
quirements of trade, all of equal value, inter- 
changeable, one for the other, every dollar rest- 
ing on gold as money of final redemption,

Wisconsin Clamors for Honest Money.

The ordinary 
layman is not always certain to grasp the 
full meaning of the statement that a sound 
wave can be seen, or that photographs may 
be taken with its ald. But every one can 
understand hearing a sound wave. That is 
one of the things which Mr. Edison has done, 
one of the many things upon which he bases 
his statement that the ray is a sound 
wave. 

The sound waves cannot be heard without 
an artificial aid to make the sense of hear- 
ing more acute. That aid is at the hand of 
every one interested, for it is nothing more 
than the receiving tubes of a phonograph— 
just the ordinary tubes that you put to your 
ears after you have dropped a nickel in 
the slot. 

With one of those receivers Mr. Edison’s 
assistants heard the sound waves around 
the edge of the screen. As they approached 
the edge the sounds became more distinct. 
When they moved the free end of the tube 
to the center of the sheet of steel they could 
hear nothing, but close to the edges they 
vould hear it, at the same points where they 
could be detected with the fluoroscope. And 
when Mr. Edison told of that, he added: 
„ But I’ve made some experiments that are 
better than that.” But he wouldn't 
tell what they were. He intimated, however, 
that they were pretty conclusive. 


Warning to the Public.
